There is sure to be much agita- 
tion of the two-cent-a-mile railroad 
rate at the coming session ot the 
Legislature and it is just as sure 
that many members will go off half 
cocked. A flat two-cent rate for 
every road in Kentucky will 
amount to almost to confiscation on 
some lines. Roads penetrating 
thickly-sei'tled areas can make 
money carrying passengers for two 
cents a mile. Short roads and 
roads traversing sparsely-settled 
districts find the two cent rate un- 
piofitable. These ate conditions 
which should be seriously studied 
by legislative or other rate-making 
bodies to the end that justice may 
be done, both to the carrier and the 
traveling pnblic. There will be 
little fellows who will try to make 
capital out of the fights on railroads 
but those we hope will be severely 
set upon. Hostility to railroads is 
nearly always unfounded, but 
knowing how deep-seated is in the 
breast of the average man, many a 
politician has sought, by pandering 
to the unworthy sentiment, to ride 
into power and prominence. The 
ability to do this should not occur 
again. The railroads are business 
proposi tons and should not be 
treated other than other institu- 
tions. In other words, let them 
have a square deal and if they do 
not appreciate it, and seek to bilk 
the public, then will be time 
enough to put the screws to them.
